He wae a man of 
almost unexceptionable purity of character, with 
u large bre. and au equally large keart—a, pro- 
foand theclogian, an accurate thinker and 
speaker, one of the ablest extempore preachers 
in the Church, he had exhibited his 
varied ; overs in such a way as to command 
the asscut of the Church of the world. He had 
at different tunes received the most flatter 
invitati. vv come to Chicago from the two feadt 
peiishes, but, from considerations that did him 
the highest nonor, he declined them. He was, 
in fact, wuch a person that, when_the clergy met 
him face to tace and communed with him about 
tose su.jects that were dearest to their hearts, 
they would ‘ind hin: to be a father and a brother, 
—a man who would use the large means at his 
control for tue advancement of God's cause, and 
lor every K od work. 

DR. HUNTINGTON,

GENERAL DISCUSSION. 

Rev. Henry G. Perry was astonished that so 
much siress had been laid upon precipices, ex- 
tremes, and other matters. He waa there not 
alone as achurchman, but as an American citi- 
zen. He was not afraid of the ** bugaboo” 
raised about Ritualiom. Let them eleed the 
22 man, and eschew demagogy of every 

ind. 

The Rev, Mr. Gregg said that a convention 
sermon had been preacned inthis eity in 1865, 
and the preacher (Dr. Cammins) was subse- 
— elected Assistant Bishop of Kentucky. 

e had onee voted for a man who 
had preached @ sermon. He was sorry 
for it. He never again would 
vote on that ground for any man. He had beard 
very little about Dr. Huntington and his works. 
He did not believe that he was 6 broad ehureh- 
man or anarrow one. He did not know thai he 
was any kind of churchmat at a l. 

The Rev. E. Sultivau— His books have been 
indorsed by several Bishops. 

Mr. Gregg continued: A Sunday-school book 
could not elect a Bishop any more than could 
tracts or sermons. 80 far as he knew, in every 
important question in the National Convention 
Dr. Huntington had voted inst the Diocese of 
Illinois. e talk about Rituslism was non- 
sensical. The decorations in the Cathedral were 
Ritualistic. Who objected to them? Fifteen 
years ago gr would not bave been tolerated. 

The Rev. Mr. Abbott said that Dr. McMurdy 
had stated that Dr. Seymour had been petitioned 
for by the Diocese of Colorado,and had not been 
elected. 

Dr. McMurdy—Several Bishops voted for him. 
There is a wide difference betweea non-election 
and absolute rejection. 

Dr. Abbott proceeded to say that Ritualism did 
give serious trouble to the Cuurch, and he was 
Oj to making Lilinois the battle- ground for 
any such purpose, 

JUDGE OTIS 

felt a deep interest ia the work the Convention 
was engaged in. As he came to the Cathedral in 
the morning be met one of the most eminent 
laymen in the Nortus est,—a sound churcaman, — 
and he said. Whatever yon do, iu God's name 
Soa of mark, give us a mano who will 

ll the place of the — Bishop whom we have 
just laid to rest. They could not afford to take 
a medium man. They wanted a bold leader—s 
man whom they could look to to lead them on in 
the missionary work of diocese—bold, 
strong, able, talented—a man who held substan- 
tially the samo views as tho late Bishop. 
It was too late to say that Dr. Seymour 
was not an able man, or subsiantially sound 
in the faith; the Bishops knew him, and 


was no Ritualism in this country such as that in 
vogue in England. There the rector was su- 
preme, and the people did as he said; here the 
laity were supreme, and if a minister did not 
suit they told him to leave. Dr. Seymour 
loomed up among the giants mm theology, and, if 
made Bishop, would be entirely satisfactory. 
He desired to know if Dr. Huntington was as 
good a churchman as his relative. the Bishop of 
Central New York, or whether he was of that 
class of men under Dean Stanley, who believed 
in the doctrines set forth in the Essays and 
Reviews,”—doctrines which rejected the funda- 
mental principles of Evangelical Christianity. 

Dr. Corbett—He is a sound churchman. 

Judge Otis—Does he come up to the star dard 
of Bishop Whitehouse ? 

Dr. Corbett—He will come up to it. He iss 
B Churchman,—a good churchman, and one 
fitted to rule iu this diocese. I do not like these 
reflections. 

Judge Otis—A great many reflections have 
been made on the other side, and what is sauce 
—2 goose ig sauce for any other. [Laugh- 
ter. 

Dr. Corbett—He has made some of the ablest 
speeches ever heard in the General Convention, 
and is one of the best preachers in the country. 

Dr. Suilivan said Dr. Huntington's little 
work, **Tbe Church Idea,“ would give Judge 
Otis an idea of his churchmanship. He was a 
strong, conservative churchman, who stood up 
for the Church in the purity of her faith and the 
fullness of her polity, aud would not yield a 
hair’s breadth to any man who would detract 
anything from the honor or safety of the Church. 

THE REV. DR. REYNOLDS 

said he would like much to change the current 
of the discussion, but he feared the current was 
too strong for him, and he would be obliged to 
go obliquely toward the point he would gain. 
harmony. Tue unity of the Church was one of 
the great points they wore always procisiming 
to the world. They should be consistent,—try 
and practice unity themselves. He saw that the 
Convention was not disposed to accept any gen- 
tloman yet presented. Dr. Seymour was out of 
the quostion. It was evident that they never 
would unite on him. He had devoted some of 
his spare time latterly in reading Dr. Hunting- 
ton’s Church Idea,” to try if he could dis- 
cover Ritualism, but, although he had read it 
nearly through, he had found no tign of Ritual- 
ism im it. 

The Rev. Mr. Welles, of Monnd City. moved 
that five minutes be given togo into nomination, 
withou: further debate; that an informal ballot 
be taken, and that then the most prominent 
candidates be discussed. 

STUDIED UNDER HIM. 

The Rov. Mr. Morrison, Jr., said that he 
wont through the Seminary course under 
Dr. Seymour, Like most young students, he 
had been troubled about the Holy Communion. 
He asked Dr. Seymour to instruct him oa the 
point. The Doctor advised him to read, on that 
point, the Fifth Book of “ Hooker's Ecclesiasti- 
cal Polity.” [Applause.] That expressed Dr. 
Seymour's views ow the enbjcct. Relative to 
the Confraternity of the Biossed Sacrament, 
be could say that Dy. Seymour did 
not belong to it, and, what was more, did not 
approve of it. He did think, however, that 
secret socicties could not be legislated out of the 
Church. Therefore he did not believe in inter- 
fering with them. The only fault that Dr. Sec 
mour had was impetuosity im the cause of the 
Church. 

Dr. Corbett. of Quincy, protested that there 
was nothing strange about Hooker's *‘Ecclesiasti- 
eal Polity.” If Dr. Seymour was impetuous, that 
was an objection to bim. As for saving that he 
(Dr. Seymour) would work up the Diocese of II- 
linois as it had never been worked before, that 
was all bozh. 

Da. DE KOVEN’S TRACHINOS. 

The Rev. Mr. Havward, another young etu- 
dent. said that he was educated by Dr. De Koven, 
who had been compared to Dr.-tieymour. Dr. 
De Koven taught them reverence for sacred 
things, and not adoration or extreme Ritualiem. 
He, too, had been in England. and could con- 
sciestiously say that Ritaaliem, as understood in 
that country, had mo aflinity with Ritualism as

are questions which I aiso commend to the care- 
ful consideration of those who are trying, or 
seemingly trying, to exasperate the people by 
their unwise proceedings and pretensions. 

Even conceding that the stockholders and 
creaitors could follow and reclaim the iron, ties, 
and rolling-stock, separate them from the road 
and hold them as personal property, it is evident 
that they would be comparatively worthless, and 
such a proceeding would be practically ruinous 
to the stockholders and creditors. 

Aud, again, suppose the Legisiature, after re- 
pealing the charter of the Northwestern, or the 
Bt. Paul Company, for instance, should incor- 
porate new companies and confer upon them re- 
spectively the franchises which were of the old 
companies, could not the Legislature impower 
the new companies to take, under the right of 
emivent domain, the property rights, whatever 
they would be, of the old companies, at au ap- 
praisal of the value of the iron, ties, and rolling- 
stock divorced from the franchises of running 
trains?

The chances are, of course, that 
Gen. Grant has not yet made up bis mind as to 
the recent conflict, and the proper course for 
him to pursce in view of it; but it will be ob- 
served that Le bas done nothing to preclude the 
establishment of a military rule in the State, 
and ite maiwtenance until the ascembling of 
Congrees next December. | 


R. H. Marr, Chairman of the Citizens’ Com- 
‘mittee in New Orleans, has addressed a dispatch 
to Tne Txisune, which appears in another 
column, setting forth the present aspect of 
affairs in Louisiana. He avers that the McEnery 
Government is fully organized throughout the 
State; and that peace, good order, and perfect 
confidence prevail. The representations of Mr. 
Marr are supported by independent testimony. 
The revolution plainly has not been confined to 
New Orleans. Every town and village of the 
State has witnessed a political overturning. If 
the National Administration undertakes to re- 
store the old order of things, it must send an 
army, not afew depleted regiments, to Louisiana, 
and reconquer the State, town by town. 


The Repub een Convention in Tennessee yes- 
terday attackod the civil-rights question, und at 
last accounts was getting much the worst of the 
encountcr. ‘Le Associated Press agent at Chat- 
tanooga takes the responsibility of saying that 
the colored members of the Convention do not 
care for mixed schools or social equality, but 
merely insist on- equal accommodations in cars, 
hotels, and steamboats. We do not know what 
may be the extraordinary sources of iaforma- 
tion posseszed by the agent, nor does it much 
matter. If tle colored people in the South de- 
mand only as much as the colored Tennessee 
Republicans, they aremore reasonable than com- 
monly reporte l. and ought to be gratified. 


The Arkansas Republican Convention, at Lit- 
tle Rock, ad, aurned yesterday, having done 
nothing but overwhelm the local prints with ad- 
dreases aud resolutions of inordinate length and 
dubious umpoi*. The recent Constitutional Con- 
vention was cucclared not valid because it was 
not provided f.r iu the old Constitution,—which 
train of reasoning, we imagine, can be exploded 
by the average school-boy in the North without 
much exertion. The Republicans of Arkansas 
say that they expect Congressional interference 
in the aifairs of their State; and à careful 
_ perusal of their documents and resolutions, as 

reported by telegraph, leads to the conclusion 
that they are weak-minded enough to expect 
almost anythin ¢. , 


The probab's candidates of the Opposition 
party in the First and Third Illinois Districts are 
freely mentioned by the politicians, and, within 
the last day ov two, there has been some agree- 
ment of sentiment. Itis understood that Mr. 
Le Moyne has finally consented to make the 
run in the Third District, having re- 
ceived assurance of a support that will be 
every way satisfactory. Judge M. R. M. 

Wallace bas been strongly urged to become the 

candidate of tne Opposition in the First Dis- 
trict; and, though be has not hitherio been 
prominent in politics, it is believed he can 
have the nomination if he wiehes it. As 
Probate Judge, he has given entire satis- 
faction, having conducted the most delicate and 
responsible of al! judicial duties in auch a way as 
to win the con.idence of the legal profeasion and 
all who have bad experience of his in- 
tegrity and acumen.

The Diocesan Convention of Illinois yesterday 
elected Prof. George F. Seymour, of the Genera! 
Theological Seminary in New York, to succeed 
the late Bishop Whitehouse. Prof. Seymour is 
„ very High Churchman. An effort was made 
in the Convention yesterday to make him out 
a Ritualist, but the majority evidently did not 
belleve this to be so, else he would not have been 
elected. Prof. Seymour is a young man, only 
48 years of age. His attainments are very re- 
spectable. His personal appearance was made 
an objective point of attack by those members 
of the Convention who opposed his election, 
but remarks of this nature were resented. 
The event; proved that they were injudi- 
cious and in questionable taste. The majority 
in the Convention, we believe, elected 
Prof. Seymour on the understanding that 
he will take up the work of the diocese and 
carry it on in the general direction pointed out 
by Bishop Whitehouse, with the pure motives 
and penetrating judgment for which the late 
Bishop was distinguished. 


We have received the official fine-art catalogue 
of the Cincinnati Exposition, which is published 
in very handsome shape, and in this respect 
should furnish some valuable hints to our own 
Art Committee. In addition to the list of pictures, 
it contains a complete directory of the artists 
represented and the prices of all pictures which 
are for sale. Judging from the catalogues, our dis- 
play of paintings is undoubtedly the finest, and 
larger by nearly 200 pictures. The citizens of 
Cincinnati who have private galleries have 
loaned a great many works which have been seen 
there before, and there are many pictures in 
their catalogue which are old customers here. 
In point of engravings they far excel us, having 
a collection of over 200 choice ones, represent- 
ing, in chronological order, the progress of the 
art from the fourteenth century down to the 
present time. They also have a long list, several 


art, such as rare china, pottery, and bric-a-brac, 
of which we have nothing. Comparing the two 
catalogues, our citizens have every reason to 
congratulate themselves upon the extent and the 
excellence of their gallery. 


The issuing of the writ of injunction against 
the Chicago & Northwestern and Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railways is conditional upon the 
dismissal of the quo warranio suits brought 
by the Attorney-General of Wisconsin, in 
June last, to vacate the charters of 
the corporations named. For very evident 
reasons, those suits were not pressed to 
trial. Their termination in favor of the State 
might have deprived Wisconsin of the use of over 
1,300 miles of railroad. That is a result not desired 
by any one. We understand that this was freely 
admitted during the recent hearing of the in- 
junction cases, when the State authorities were 
charged with intentional delay in not piessing 
the quo warranio suite to trial. The cases have 
been continued until the January term of the 
Supreme Court, but there is no doubt as to their 
being dismissed before the Ist prox., as required 
by the terms of the late decision. Leave is 
granted the defendants in the injunction suit to 
move for an extension of time; but, as 
they are anxious to have final judgment en- 
tered in order to appeal the case to the United 
States Supreme Court and secure a hearing next 
term, further delay will not be asked, and the 
injunction will take effect on Cet. 1. The ex- 
emption of the Prairie du Chien line from the 
operation of the injunction is to be made the 
subject of a future hearing, when it is not im- 
probable the writ will be made to include that 
division. Otherwise, being beyond the reach of 
all State legislation, it would be in position to 
become the greatest of all monopolies. 


PUBLIC OPINION ON LOUISIANA. 
The revolution in Louisiana has been fol- 
lowed, or rather accompanied, by a revolution in 
public opiuion. When the first dispatches came, 
rumors of wanton massacre filled the air. Many 
persons supposed that the terrible White League 
was murdering the negroes, and that the dreaded 
race-confiict had really come at last. The pub- 
lic, ever hasty in its first conclusions, seemed 
inclined to demand Federal interference in bo- 
half of the usurper Kellogg. As more correct 
reports arrive popular opinion rapidly changed. 
It was soon apparent that the solid men of New 
Orleans were leading the movement, and that 
the liberating army was no mob of riff-raff, but 
& disciplined force of earnest, honest men 
householders and fathers of families. No 
tale of riot or rapine disfigured the re- 
cital. The citizen-militia dispersed in good 
order the moment that the usurpation was over- 
thrown. Ina few hours, New O:lcans was at 
peace, and the men who had accomplished the 
work had resumed their avocations. The officers 
elected by the people in 1872 were. everywhere 
installed, and Louisiana was redeemed. Safe 


eral interference to fear. 

When it was known that this was the true 
story of the Conflict, public opinion was suddeu- 
ly changed. Public opinion to-day, judged by 
the eayings of press and people, inclines to the 
view that the best thing the National Govern- 
ment can do is to let well enough 
alone. It is argued that mnce Mo- 
Enery is now the de facto Governor, 
and since everybody knows that he is 
the Governor de jure, and would have been 
duly installed im 1872 had not a corrupt Judge 
interfered with the popular will, it is better to 
leave Louisiana in the possession of her rightful 
authorities than to again fasten the chains of 
usurpation upon her. The cheers of the Federal 
troops for the New Orleans army of freedom 
have found an echo in the North.

MORRILL ON RECIPROCITY. 

The Hon. Juatin 8. Morrill, United States Sen- 
ator from Vermont, recently addressed the Agri- 
cultural Society of that State. He started out by 
claiming that our free institutions could only be 
preserved by maintaining the ascendency of ag- 
ricultural interests, and he then uttered the fol- 
lowing Morrillism : 

To induce men to embark and remain in the pur- 
suit of agriculture, it has seemed to me better to se- 
cure for ita home market by protection to manufac- 
tures, rather than to waste one-half or more on long 
journeys in pursuit of customers,” etc, 

This ratherstrange way of encouraging men to 
engage and remain in agriculture by taxing 
them to support persons not engaged in it, may 
be understood in Vermont, but is not appreciated 
in the entire agricultural class. 

In 1870, after ten years’ vigorous protection 
under the Morrill tariff, the population of Vermont 
was 330,551,—an increase in the preceding ten 
years of 15,493, or less than one-half of 1 per cent 
per annum. Of this increase no less than 14,412 
were persons of foreign birth, brought thither 
to work in the factories. In Addison, Grand 
Isle, Orange, Washington, Windham, and Wind- 
sor Counties, the population actually decreased, 
—the increase all being in the cities and towns 
protected by Mr. Morrill’s tariff. In the whole 
State there were 57,983 persons engaged in 
agricuiture, and about as many more in other 
pursuite, so that agriculture, which is taxed 
about one-third of its products for the support 
of the other industries of the State, cannot be 
said to be either encouraged or promoted by the 

Mr. Morrill made it a point to tell his con- 
stituents that he was opposed to and would not 
vote for the proposed treafy for reciprocal trade 
with Canada. He made epecial objections to the 
admission of Canada wool, and Canada slate and 
building material. In the case of wool, he says: 
They [the Canadians] want a foreigu market 
[for wool], but we want and must keep our own 
or abandon sheep-husbandry.” Now how has 
the exclusive home market ’ benefited sheep- 
husbandry in Vermont ? In 1870, after ten years 
of an exorbitant wool tariff, the number of sheep 
in that State compared with 1860 stood thus:

In the ten years the number of sheep in the 
State had largely declined, and the wool clip was 
leas than under the free-trade tariff of 1857. As 
the prices of wool are no greater now than in 
1860, sheep-husbandry has actually suffered a 
heavy decline under Mr. Morrili’s tariff among 
his own neighbors. Nor has protection struck 
sheep-husbandry alone, It has reached other iu- 
terests of the farmers of that State, as the fol- 
lowing comparison will show:

There was, to offset this wholesale deeline in 
the live stock and dairy products of the State, 
an increase of 2 per cent in ten years in the 
number of milch cows, aud an increase of 5 per 
cent in the amount of butter produced. In all 
else the farmers of Vermont have felt, in com- 
mon with the farmers of the country, the crusb- 
ing, killing woight of the tariff levied upon them 
to support other industries. 

Since the abrogation of the Reciprocity 
Treaty with Canada, the Canadian products 
imported into the United States have largely 
increased. How far the tariff excludes 
foreign wools from competition with our 
own may be judged by the fact ghat the importa- 
tion of wools, which in 1865 only $6,726,- 
059, in 1872 amounted to $27,438,281. The 
American people present the singular spectacle 
of voluntarily excluding their wool from all other 
markets than their own, where they are obliged 
to take what is offered for it, and of importing 
the wool and woolen cloth of other countries in 
annually-invreased quantities, to make their own 
clothing. For this, which is called protection, 
they tax themselves on ali they wear tothe ox- 
tent of 50 percent. Mr. Morrill claims that, if 
the Reciprocity Treaty with Canada be renewed, 
Canadian wool will come into the United States. 
But it comes now. The duty does not keep 


it out any more than it keeps out the 
wool of other countries. In 1872 there 
was 50 per cent more wool imported 


from Canada into the United States than was 
clipped in the whole State of Vermont. The 
question of reciprocity is, whether we will re- 
ceive that wool, which will come anyhow, at 50 
or 60 per cent less, and pay for it in our own 
goods, or whether we will tax ourselves that 
mush under the delusion that we are thereby en- 
couragiog shecp-husbandry at.home ? 

Seuator Morrill pomts ont what he considers a 
grievous oppression in the present laws of Can- 
ada, which impose a duty of 10 per cent on all 
tea imported from the United States. This is 
held up as instance of the hostile epirit of the 
Canadians to any trade with the United States. 
Coming from Mr. Morrill, it is especially unfair 
and inexcusable. He is the author of the pres- 
ent tariff system of this country, and every tariff 
law enacted since he unfortunately was put in 
charge of the subject has contained a clause im- 
posing a duty of 10 per cent extra on all goods 
produced east of the Cape of Good Hope, un- 
less imported direct torthe United Stat that is, 
without transshipmunt. That has been a 
distinguishing feature of the American tariff 
since 1861, and is intended to encourage direct 
trade with the countries where the articles are 
produced. Canada admits tea free of duty, as 
we do, when imported direct from China or 
Japan; and imposes, as we do, a duty of 10 per 
cent when the article is imported second-hand 
from some other country. Mr. Morrill now 
makes this very feature of his own tariff a point 
upon which to arraign the people of Canada as 
hostile to trade relations with the United States.

THE RELIGIOUS CONVENTIONS. 

Although this is not the season of the year for 
religious conventions, two notable Conventions 
are in session, in addition to the Episcopal gath - 
ering in Chicago—the Universalist General Con- 
vention at New York City and the Unitarian Na- 
tional Conference at Saratoga. Oneof the 
most remarkable features of the former denom- 
ination is the fact that during its hundred years 
of existence it has probably contributed more, 
according to its ability, for educational purposes 
than any other denomination. It has over 700 
societies, with four colleges and many prosper- 
ous schools, half-a-dozen religious newspapers, 
and a quarterly magazine. Tho Unitarians, on 
the other band, although they can boast much of 
the best scholarship of the country, have but be- 
tween 300 and 400 societies, two theological 
schools, two newspapers, a monthly magazine, 
and no college, although their theological mode 
of thought is supposed to inspire Harvard Col- 
lege, and they bave strong sympathies with two 
or three other prominent colleges. 

The proceedings of these two bodies are pe- 
culiarly interesting, as they represent the liberal 
thought and liberal theology of the country. 
The Unitarian denomination largely comprises 
the best scholarship of the country; and yet it 
does not progress, partly because the very ten- 
dency of ite extreme liberality is to cause defec- 
tions from the main body, and partly because it 
does not engago in missionary effort or propa- 
gandism of any sort. It is a religion of the li- 
brary, of thought and theory-a religion rec- 
ognizing science and its developments, conserv- 
ative, and aristocratic. It stands to-day between 
oi thodoxy on the one hand and science, as rep- 
resented by Huxiey, Tyndall, and Spencer, on 
the other, with a leaning towards the latter. An 
able and eloquent discourse by the Rev. Robert 
Collyer, which was printed in the last issue of 
Tux Tune, upon the Open-Heaven Here- 
after,” is as forcible a presentation of its great 
school of morals as has yet been made. Mr. 
Collyer sums up the Hereafter as follows: 

Hereafter, not merely as a hope, but as a reality ; 


‘and not a quality of the soul alone, but of the whole 


man and manhood. That Hereafter which gathers to 
ite beart all that has been, and is, and will be; the 
seed-time, and summer, and harvest; the birth, and 
life, and death, end what comes after death, in this 
world, of all we have said and done; the way of God 
with us here, which gives such worth to this world 
and life that it is as foolish and vain to cry down the 
present existence in tho interest of another, as it wouid 
be, by comparison, for that man in Western New York 
whose land I saw planted thick with rosea, to despise 
the plants which bring him this summer a wealth of 
fine cssence, because they are rooted in compost and 
set about with thorns, 

This may not be the solutfon of a problem in 
theology, but it is the solution of a great 
problem of humanity, and its manliness, sym- 
pathy, kindlmess, and purity will commend Uni- 
tarianism im directions it has not before tray- 
ersed. It is letting down somewhat the pride of 
culture and scholarly refinement, and appealing 
more directly to humanity. This Conference 
may not suggest any practical plang for the 
spread of Unitarianism by the machinery com- 
mon to other denominations, such as revivals, 
and missionary crusades, aud individaal appeal 
and labor, but it has nevertheless sent out a 
stirring appeal to humanity, and manifested a 
great and all-abounding charity, which will 
soften the asperities which other denomi- 
nations have felt towards it, and perhaps sug- 
gest that man wants something besides “ onto- 
logical and pre-temporal ” help and consolation 
for his spiritual nature. If, as all the signs in- 
dicate, liberal thought is leavening the whole 
theological lump, this denomination, which hae 
been at a stand-still so long, may yet have an 
important part to play in the reconciliation of 
science and religion. .

Parents who read it will 
ever regard the mud-pie of ingenious infancy 
with peculiar aversion, and forbid its introdue- 
tion into the cuisine of the play-grouad as an 
abomination. 


According to the latest reports many vine- 
yards in smiling France bave suffered a blight 
this year. The cheap, light vin ordinaire has 
risen 50 per cent in price, and now costs 30 cents 
a bottle. And worse than all, the French hold 
the American Continent responsible for the 
blight. The delicious Catawba grape was re- 
cently introduced into France from Ohio, with 
the hope that French domestication would add 
still more to its fruity flavor, and French man- 
ipulation improve the quality of the wine made 
from it. But unfortunately the song of the 
vine that grows by the beautiful river” is a 
dirge to the Frenchman. The Uatawba vine has 
developed an insect whose generic name is phyl- 
loxera, aod the wretch has wandered from his 
native grape to the vines of France. It is this 
pest who has added 50 per cent to the price of 
claret. Consumers maintain that this is a fable 
for the benefit of the dealers, but M. D. Con- 
way throws the weight of his testimony in favor 
of the story, and admits that the blight is a se- 
rious matter, and its source unquestionably

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Domestic matters just now are of so much in- 
terest that Don Carlos has been forgotten in the 
history of the affairs of the day.

vagabonds and foot-pads from other places take 
advantage of it.

STANDARD MEASURES. 
To the Editor of The Chicage Tribune : 

Irn: In to-day’s issue I find that Mr. 8. 8. 
Greely has read a paper before the Civil Engi- 
neers of the Northwest, in which he recommends 
to send for a standard measure. The following 
facts will show that there is no necessity 1 
have a standard (English) box wood 6-foot red. 
By this I discovered that the standard chain of 
50 feet laid down in the Oity-Hall shortly after 
the fire of Oct. 9, 1871, is haif an ineh too long, 
or lineh in every 100 feet,—nearly Gg feet per 
mile. Seeing this, I sent a communication to 
the Common Couneil July 6, requesting them to 
procure a standard measure from Washington. 
About four weeks ago, Mr. Woleostt, the County 
Surveyor, received from the Government at 
Washington two steel bars each 6 feet long. 
These exactly agree with my English — 
Comparing the steel bars with the standard in 
the City-Hall, Mr. Wolcott finda the same differ- 
ence as I have,——that the City-Hall chain a 
be 1 inch too long 100 feet. On the Ist o. 
August last I sent a copy of an orier to the 
Common Council directing the Board of Public 
Works to lay down s correct and cause 
all licensed surveyors to adjust their chains. 
This error has caused houses and fences 
to be moved since 1871. It is in oider to avoid 
further troubie that I wish the public to be in- 


formed of the above cause of error.

PROTECTION AGAINST FIRE. 
To the Editor af The Chicage Tribune: 

Sm: Soon after the fire of October, 1871, ins 
communication to your paper, I suggested the 
plan of a graduated fire-law, steep roofs, and 
double shutters. Since then the double shutters 
have been patented, and are exciusively used, 
having been tested and provem in many cases. 
The fiat roofs still remain, and we have fire-laws 
which satisfy no one. 

The point I made for steep roofs was, they 
will shed the fire-brands and sparks, while flat 
ones hold them. Asteep roof made of pine shin- 
gies is better than any flat roof which is uot made 
fire-proof. I donot advocate pine shingles in e 
compactiy built portion of the eity, but the roofs 
should be steep and made of slate, tile, or metal. 

My suggestion for a graduated firelaw was 
something of this viz: That within cer- 
tain limite, say Twenty-second, and 
Division streets, all new buildings should be of 
brick or stone, and all frame b (unless I 
excepted very small ones) then existing within 
those limits should be encased in brick withia 
one year. Within the next limits, say one mile 
farther off, tho same shall be doue before the 
end of two years. In the ontside district, three 
years. New buildings of wood could be erected 
in the second and third districts, but must also 
be encased within the time. 

Had these suggestions been carried ont, we 
would to-day have a brick-built city. I still 
think we must adopt something of this sort, of 
inclosing our frame buildings in brick, or they 
will burn each other up, or be a continual men- 
ace to all better structures, that mon are now 
compelled to put up in the vacant places adjoin- 


ing. 

Xt present prices of brick and labor, $200 will 
encase a two-story frame house, 22x40, withont al- 
lowiug cost of changing window and door frames, 
which would be slight. One hundred and twen- 
ty-five dollars will do an ordinary cottage, with 
Cinch wall. 

I have now a new suggestion to make on the 
fire-bouleyard system. Perhaps it can not be 
adopted, for “theie’s no money init.” Make 
Kinzie, Harrison, and Sixteenth streets 250 t 
350 feet wide from the lake to the western limits, 
and throw them open to the railroads, to be paid 
for and maintained by them, — hs ee 
over them, allowing them to run at speed, 
and restricting them to keeping their tracks clear 
of idle cars. except at the terminus. Depot and 
freight houses to be outside the track space. 

I venture to say, with Sixteenth and Kinzie 
streets being now largely taken aud in use, that 
on these terms more railroads will appiy for Har- 
rison street than it will accommodate. This will 
give us three fire cut-offs, without a doliar tax.

Mr. Misch, who wrote 
the letter by request of Brock, pons 
upon tuo representations of 
person the 5 had been advanced 
on the account of R. G. Dun & Co., but, on the 
return of his brother, be informed him that the 
money had been given to Ramsted on his per- 
sonal account. This attempt of Brock, which 
was actuated through personal malice, to ruin 
the good name of a worthy gentleman, fell harm- 
less to the ground, as Mr, Rameted was, without 
producing a single witness in his own behalf, 
honorably discharged. Mr. R. will commence 
a civil action against Brock for false imprison- 
meut, placing his damages at $20,000.

Sr. Paut, Minn., Sept. 16.—Ex-Anditor Me- 
Iirath, having returned from New York last 
evening, assures his friends, as represented by 
city papers, that he is here to meet any prosecu- 
tion which is instituted against him, and will 
then demonstrate speedily the falsity of the Sen- 
ate Committee’s conclusions against him.

ways by the Treasurer, the N legal flnancial 
representative of the State. The prosecution 
for malfeasance in office would, therefore, fail, 
and the prosecution for the recovery of the 
money, in the absence of any bond to the State, 
would be uselese. It is presumable that Mc- 
Urach is advised as to the legal situation, hence 
his readiness to meet the prosecutions, which 

ares not coming. Otherwise 
first question would be, How 
he et around the facts 
sworn to by himself. He furnished a list of col- 
lectious ou railroad lands amounting to $10,000, 
not one cent of which is accounted for by the 
books of the Auditor or Treasurer.

THE LUMBER INTEREST. 


EReecsolutions by the National Lumabere 
men’s Association. 

Derrorr, Mich., Sept. 16,—The National Lum- 
bermen’s Association, in session at East Sag- 
inaw, to-day passed resolutions declaring that 
the Canadian lumbermen hold a large tract of 
pine land limits at low rates, and witnout risk of 
loss to standing timber by fire, while we must 
buy lands at much higher prices and incur loss 
by fire. Wages are lower in Canada; they pay 
no taxes to support our Government, save duties 
on lumber, ete., and are almost entirely exempt 
from taxes on their business at home, while we 
share the costs of the support of town, county, 
State, and nation. 

Resoived, That the Reciprocity Treaty asked for by 
British and Canadian officials would grant to men in 
another country our privileges, while they have no 
share of our burdens or rieka, and that we earnestly 
oppose it as unjust and dangerous to the interests of 
the whole country; and that the introduction of said 
treaty for ratification by the Senate so near the close 
of the session makes it very apparent that ite pro- 
jectors hoped for the consummation of this iniquity 
before the vigilance of the people was awakened to 
the gravity of this outrage, 

Resolved, That said treaty, if ratified, would result 
in the peralysis of our industrial pursaite and inter- 
ects, and aceomplish the invigoration of those of 
British America; and, whereas, it is apparent that 
thore is en overstock of lumber now manufactured 
and en the market, which fact has reduced prices o 
low that manufacturers get littie or nothing for tim- 
ber standing in forests, aud an unprom outlook 
of our financial affairs the coming season ; therefore, 

Resolved, That we do hereby pledge ourselves, indi- 
vidually and as an association, to use all honorable 
means to bring the supply within the limite of de- 
mand, and to that end we hereby sgree to reduce the 
manufacture of our mills the coming season at least 
one-third below the amount manufactured for the last 
two years, and that we invite our brother lumbermen 
to co-operate with us in securing this objet, provided 
that ths s;irit and practice of this resolution shall be 
geuerally agreed to among lumbermen.

AN ENGLISH OPINION OF BASE BALL. 

In connection with the return of the Boston 
and Athletic base-ball nives from England, the 
following on the subject of base-ball playing 
from Land Water will no doubt be read 
with interest: 

By this time the American champions, whose visit 
to land can hardly be said to have been either a 
moral or & financis! success, will have seen the last of 
English shores. On Wednesday lost tney left Dublin 
em route for Queenstown, and on the same day the 
steamer Italy cleared from Liverpool for the Irish 
port to take them up, so that nothing can well have 
occurred to delay their embarkation. Now that they 
have finally left us, and we can look dispaseionateiy on 
their national game as they presented it to - 
men during their stay b it will be well to analyze 
the position that base bail is likely to tako on English 
eoil. Perhaps the Americans have had to suffer by the 
comparison that has been drawn between base and 
cricket. Some of the deductions that have been drawn 
to the disadvantage of base ball may be said to 
be due to the superiority that base ball certainly occu-

ers themselves. In contrast with 
cricket, base, must be unpalatable to Englishmen;

Americans complain that 
cricket is dull and wearisome, but as surely to English- 
men base ball seems monotoneus and noticeable for a 
t lack of variety. Much, itis urged, depends on 
the umpires to prevent the constant recurrence of 
balls that pass a striker, but wo are conrpelled to esti- 
mate the game as we ea it played, and the frequent 
waste of time caused by the refusal or inability of the 
bateman to strike made the sport distasteful to cricket- 
ers used to the numberiess varieties and changes inci- 
| dental to their own game. Everything depends on the 
um , too, and on him practically rests the responsi- 
bility of a match, That such despotic power is mis- 
pecs’ as weil as ill-advised, I cannot but think, for it 
almost impossible for him to descry accurately the 
precise positions of a bese runner and a base on the 
occasion of a “near thing;” and a wrong de- 
cision gives rise to much unpleasantness, Base ball 
has undoubtedly many merits, and one of the 
nian ee arguments in its favor is that it inculcates 
unselfishness, and treins every player to act for the 
good of his side. True, but at the same time it often 
causes a player to be put out by one of his own party 
through no fault of his own, and without giving bim- 
self the slighteat chance of recovery, or the semalicst 
hope of redress, At cricket, a batsman may be run 
out by his ner, but at the same time it is always at 
his own option whether he runs or not. At base ball, 
a base-runner is compelled to vacate his post, and 
however quick or agile he may be, a bad bit by one of 
his successors may cause him to be put out before he 
can reach the base for which he has next to make, A 
striker, too, at base ball may hit foui bal! after foul 
ball with impunity, unless be happen to be caught, 
and this involves a eerious. waste of time, That base 
ball will ever supplant cricket, is a notion that has 
never once entered into the calculations of the 
Americans who havo just left ue, aud it cer- 
tainly secms very doubtful whether, in the 
shape presented, it will ever even be practiced in 
England. With some modifications it would none the 
lees form an amusement that could be studied with 
advantage, as I have said, especialy at schools, 
or the utilization of certain dull months, such as ApAi 
or September.
